The oleomargarine problem has got 
into Congress, and legislation is being 
urged for the protection of the legiti- 
mate butter trade, as the rapid in- 
crease of bull - butter factories seriously 
threatens the dairy interests. In New 
York alone there are, manufactories 
and material enough to produce 116, 
000,000 pounds of oleomargarine an- 
nually, while the entire butter pro- 
duct of the State is but 111.000,- 

000 pounds. Oleomargarine can be 
produced for nine cents a pound, and 
consequently when sold in imitation 
ef butter will drive the genuine but- 
ter out of the market. At present it 
is not and can not be sold as oleomar- 
garine or as a substitute for cheap but- 
ter, but is sold in imitation of and un- 
der pretense of being butter.

REVOLVING PRAYERS. 
{The Chinaman’s Faith in Machine 
7 Religion. 

. A Gazetrs reporter yesterday saw 
a Chinese device for grinding. out 
prayers, which might be adopted by 
lazy sinners of other nationality—it 
would be better than not te pray at 
all. A crowd of chattering Chinamen 
were standing alongside the ditch 
which takes water to the flour mill. 
Across the ditch was a pole, its ends 
resting in bearings made of stakes 
driven into the soil, In the middle of 
the pole joss-sticks of many colors 
were inserted at right angles, like the 
spokes of a wheel, the lower ends 
touching the water, which caused the 


contrivance to revolve swiftly. As one 
spoke after another entered the water 
and appeared on top some one of the 
crowd would emit a heathen grunt and 
clap his hands. Océasionally a spoke 
would break, Then the air would be 
filled with angular sounds until a gro- 
tesquely arrayed Celestial had re- 
paired the damage. Every stick in 
the wheel was a prayer to Joss, maybe 
to confound our statesmen in their de- 
liberations upon the Chinese question. 
The ingenious heathen has various 
ways of praying. His grindstone has 
a prayer painted or engraved upon it, 
and every revolution signifies a peti- 
tion fur his own benefit or the injury 
of an enemy; and every stroke of a 
Chinese boatman’s oar is a prayer for 
some object, and he fully believes in 
its efficacy. In this or iy: Christians 
might learn a lesson, for the Mongol 
has implicit faith in every tenet of his 
peculiar religion; and if faith will 
move a mountain,” the Chinamen may 
yet prove themselves a more formida-, 
ble element among us than they have 
hitherto been.

THE APOSTLE AGAIN. 


Mr. Wilde Goes East on Easter. He is 
a Lover of Joaquin Miller. 


A Gazette reporter ode a ways on 
the train yesterday morning And, a 


good opportunity offering, “applied the 


screws to Oscar Wilde, who was a pas- 


senger, and found that he was highly 
pleased with his visit to the coast. 


He said the people were charming, but 
they were in danger of deifying money 
instead of allowing the love of beauty 
and the enjoyment of art to share their 
affections, He says California audi- 


ences are delightful ones both to talk 
to and to look at. His greatest com- 
plaint, however, is that pecple here do 
not appreciate Joaquin Miller, whom 
he ranks as America’s greatest poet 
and as the coming playwright. His 
poem on Walker is ‘the finest of his 
works, Mr, Wilde thinks the man’s 
pritate life has nothing whatever to do 
with our estimate of liis work; If it 
is strong, good and beautiful, as he 
claims it is, the poet snould be honored 
and enriched. The estimation in which 
great men are held is the standard by 
which he judges a. community, and in 
that respect the coast is behind the 
East and the East far - behind the old 
country. Speaking of the Press of 
America, Mr. Wilde said it was full of 
rubbish. He saw the New York 
papers, and it seemed that if people 
read them and were satisfied with 
them that this must be a nation of 
lunatics, but he found that an enorm- 
ous gap lay between the papers and 
the people, who were bright, intellec- 
tual and imaginative. He was even 
more unfavorably impressed with the 
papers of the Pacific Coast. He says 
the East is ugly, but California is very 
pretty and Nevada by no means unin- 
teresting. He begged of the GazETTE 
man to refrain from painting the rocks 
with advertisements, which he held to 
be a high crime against the beauty of 


At the head of every Chinaman’s bed 
is pasted a gilt prayer, and when he re- 
tires at night he points to it and says, 
in his vernacular, Them's my senti- 
ments,” and goes to bed with a feeling 
of perfect security.
